to Make Final Appeals 


By The Associated Press | 
Harry S. Truman and Thomas | 
Edmund Dewey came to the fork | 
in the presidential trail today. 
Tomorrow the people will beck- | 
on one of them on. 

The Democrat who holds the) 
White House lease and the Re-| 
publican who holds high hope of 
breaking it planned only the cus- 
tomary get out and vote appeals | 
for tonight’s windup to a long | 
and exhausting campaign. 

Depending on how those pleas 
are heeded—and the weather— 
upwards of 50,000,000 citizens will 
visit the polls. They will decide, | 
among other things, which party | 
will control the next Congress— 
and especially the Senate, 

But for all the oratory, energy 
and dollars expended in trying to 
sway the world’s greatest court 
of public opinion, only time can 
tell whether the winner and his 
party will relish victory through 
each of the next four years. 

PROBLEMS 

The cold war in Europe and 
the hot war in China underscore 
the unfinished task of the peace- 
makers. At home high prices 
leave unanswered whether the 
current boom will turn into a 
bust, 

For Dewey it is a second try— 
and the first time the Republican 
party has left its banner in the 
hands of a defeated candidate. 
The New York governor lost a 
3,596,000 popular vote decision to 
“the champ,” Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, whose 1944 fourth 
term victory in the electoral col- 
lege was a whopping 432 to 99. 

For Truman it is an uphill race 
to win in his own right the 
mantle that fell upon him—es he 
put it—with “the whole weight

Death Pall 
Over Donora 
Under Study 


DONORA, Pa. (#)—Chemists 
studied their test tubes today look- 
ing forsthe cause of the myster- 
ious malady which took the lives 
of 20 elderly people in 36 hours. 

The malady struck this Monon- 
gahela river industrial town of 
13,500 Friday as a smothering 
mixture of fog and smoke lay low 
over the valley for the third 
straight day. 

Old-time residents couldn't re- 
call ever seeing such a dense smog, 
but it caused no ill effects until 
Saturday. 

Then the town’s eight doctors 
were besieged by calls from as- 
thma and cardiac sufferers. Be- 
fore midnight 14 men and four 
women had died. 

Nearby hospitals were jammed 
with people finding it hard to 
breathe. An emergency aid sta- 
tion was set up and hurried calls 
went out for oxygen equipment. 

A doctor estimated the town’s 
medical men treated between 400 
and 500 cases. 

The fog lifted yesterday and
